JTO-j, 1'a., October 28.—The worst 


fears have been couflrmed touching the fatp 
of the men who were Imprisoned In the coal 
mine af Youngstown, four -mlfcs-ftom. thls- 
place, by explosion of Bro-damp which look 
place, there at 4 o'clock last evening. Sfx'of 
the miners were taken out last evening soon 
after the disaster. Two of them were dead 
and two of the other four are^so serlorisly in- 
jured that there is no hope of their recovery. 
This left from fourteen to eighteen men sup- 
posed to bo still Imprisoned In tho mine. Tlje 
exact number was not correctly known. The 
work of reaching those men was continued 
Industriously throughout the whole night, 
and by tbis morning the dead bodies of twelve 
of them Imd. been brought and delivered to 
their friends and relatives, 
Tbis makes
